To the editor of the Townsman, 
Dear Sir:- 


Reading last week’s “Townsman” with 
the attention which it always deserves from 
an Andover citizen, I came to Mr. Frost’s 
letter headed “Reply to Mr. Shipman’s 


Article.” This letter complains that in the 
article I was foggy, obscure, made things 
disproportionate, and in particular the writer 
calls upon me to state what in my opinion 
the true aim of education js. Will you give me 
leave to place my answer in your columns? 

Mr. Frost’s own letter gives one definition 
| (in order to condemn it) of the scope and 
| function of the public school. With your per 
mission I will reprint that denounced defi 
nition, so that we may have a starting-poijut 

“The new school policy demands 
sufficient room space for experimentation 
in an interesting variety of trades. Here a 
joint effort of headwork and handwork is to 
| be made with the sole aim to discover the 
| major preference of each child and , when 
discovered, this—his major preference—is to 
determine the character of all his future 
studies.” 

I do not know Mr. Frost's authority for 
that definition of the public school ideal; but— 
assuming that it is really cherished by many 
or any modern educators—the new idea in it is 
that the school exists to discover for the 
child his proper life-work and to give to him 
considerable training in his future profession 
or business or art or trade. [ts slogan might 
be, “Educate for Vocation.” 

It is a magnificent dream. Some day, 
perhaps, it will come to pass. One night six 
months ago 14,000 homeless men were tab- 
ulated in the Bowery district of New York, 
and, of those 14,000, 10,348 were found to be 
unskilled labourers, and more than 10,000 of 
them were native-born. If ever our schools 
succeed in educating for vocation, we shall 
be a more civilized nation than we are now. 
It is a magnificent dream, I say; but its cost 
to carry out would be greater than even a 
large city would dare at present to assume 

I see no signs, however, that the Andover 
school committee is trying to carry it out 
The only point in which they are plainly 
educating for adult occupations is in teach- 
ing short-hand and typewriting; and these 
branches have been in the curriculum many 
years. Theoretically I believe that the logical 
right of the two studies to be there may be 
challenged; but it would be hard to remove 
them at present. 

The actual activities of our town school 
committee seem to me to take their place 
properly enough under a different definition 
of the Amerivan school. It is a time-honored 
definition, and to it I believe both Mr. Frost 
and I subscribe; i. e., that the school is a 
training-place for intelligent citizenship. 
This is the task of the grammar school; and 
the task of the high school is no different, 
except to broaden the intelligence and to 
enrich the citizenship. To some the definition 
may seem vague, but I doubt if one can wisely 
make it more precise. 

The main studies in education for citizen- 
ship are, of course, reading, ’riting, and ’rith- 
metic. They form the center of the line and 
need good teaching, whatever else is weak. 

Let me hasten to add that I do not mean 
by “intelligent citizenship” a mere ability to 
read the mother tongue, to write and to 
cipher. There are those who would restrict 
the work of the school to instruction in the 
three R’s. But in practice our schools have 
always ignored these advocates of an edu- 
cational minimum. In the school which I 
attended over fifty years ago we were taught 
geography, United States history, singing, 
drawing, wud I have a vague recollection of 
some Nature study. So far as the daily 
round of life is concerned, every one of those 
studies is a “frill.’’ Happily for us, our 
fathers put those “frills” into the education 
of the American citizen. 

Of course every added frill must make a 
good case for itself before the bar of reason 
and sentiment. So it is now. The present 
Andover school committee believes that 
intelligent citizenship implies men who are 
masters of simple household carpentry, 
women who can sew, both sexes trained in the 
art of playing together with fairness and 
good temper. If our committee members are 
right, they are doing nothing revolutionary 
by gathering these studies into the curricu- 
lum. If they are wrong, the suggested study 
is not to be knocked out by calling it a frill 
but by proving that such desirable arts can 
be taught, and ought to be taught, and are 
quite universally taught, at home. Very 
likely they ought to be taught at home, and 
perhaps they can be taught at home, but a 
visit to Mr. Gahan’s class in woodwork and 
Mrs. Derrah’s class in sewing is enough to 
convince one that they are not taught at 
home. My vote is for them. Nor do I fear 
| that they will cause a stream of professional 
carpenters and dressmakers to spring up. 
They will help a number of future men and 
|women to become more efficient home- 
| makers and housekeepers 

“But you have said nothing about the pro- 
posed Junior High school building.” If this 
letter of mine has readers, I can hear some 
of them uttering this impatient exclamation. 
Well, Mr. Frost did not ask me to say any- 
thing about that; but it can be easily said 
A wider curriculum and schoolrooms in 
which the grades are not mixed do call, it is 
true, for a somewhat larger building than 
used to be thought necessary. To that limi 
| ted extent the question of a new building is 
| tied to the question of a proper theory of 
education. But the need for a new Stowe 
| school will soon rest on other grounds than 
|} the hotly-debated problems of a classroom 
for a new study and what shall be done with 
la handful of children from Ballardvale 
} Andover will be growing again. The Punchard 
| school will need all its own rooms. The Stowe 
school will outgrow its building. The John 

Dove will be pressing for more room. I did 
not favor erecting a new building in 1930, 
| nor do I favor one for 1931. The teachers and 
[Eoe of the Stowe school are subjected to 


some inconveniences, to be sure, but they are 
| not yet serious Nevertheless, a time comes, 
}as a boy outgrows his clothes, when one can 
| patch and turn down hems no more. We 
| shall build a new Stowe school before many 
years. | am so sure of it that it seems to me 
| the school committee might as well keep on 


| working over its plans.

Andover Farmer Takes Hiw Own Life 


George I 
on River road, West Andover committed 
suicide last Thursday afternoon by standing 
in front of a mirror in his bedroom and shoot- 
ing himself in the head with a sixteen-gauge 
shotgun. Ill health and hallucinations are 
believed to be responsible for his act. 

The Andover police believe that this was 
the second attempt Bailey had made to take 
his own life. Less than month ago he was 
discovered with a wound in his head which 
had been made by a bird shot, At that time, 
the Andover police were informed that Bailey 
had been shot by a hunter gunning for birds 
and that a stray pellet had come in the far 
mer’s direction 


Now the town police have reason to believe | 


that Bailey at that time made an attempt to 
cut short his life by shooting himself, as he 
kept a shotgun at his home continually and 
was carrying it when the police visited his 
residence on several occasions 

Thursday night Frank Bailey, a brother, 
who lives in the same house noticed about 
seven o'clock that the hens had not been 
locked up for the night, a precaution about 
which George was very particular. He went 


to the bedroom of his brother and found him 


lying on the floor with the shotgun at his side 


In reporting to the Andover police he 


recalled that he had heard a shot at 5.30, but lO. MI 
had believed it to be the backfiring from a 


passing automobile

THE ANDOVER TOWNS 


Babson Park, Mass. November 7, 1930 

Now that the elections are over, a heavy 
weight of uncertainty has been removed 
from business. Even though the Democrats 
have made gains—what of it? In the first 
place, it is by no means certain that the Dem- 
ocrats are any less conservative than the 
Republicans on vital legislation affecting 
business. Moreover, even if they were, the 
new Democratic Members of Congress will 
not take their seats until December 1931, 
unless Mr. Hoover should call a special ses- 
sion, which seems very doubtful. In the 
meantime the President has the same ma- 
jority as before. Perhaps he will even have a 
better disposed House and Senate, becauss 
some of the Republicans who were defeatee 
for re-election will feel freer to support the 
President more actively, for the remainder 
of their terms, since they no longer need 
worry about repairing their own political 
fences. 

The Law of Action and Reaction, as 
measured by the extent of the business de- 
pression already passed, clearly indicates 
that business will be much better by the 
Spring of 1932, before the Presidential nom- 
inations. Although politics do not determine 
business conditions it is true that business 
conditions determine politics. Therefore, if 
Mr. Hoover comes up for renomination on a 
rising tide of business in 1932, he will in all 
probability be renominated., In the same way 
the Republican party should win the elec- 
tion in November, 1932, and fears of radical 
politics will be proved groundl After all 
it is uncertainty before elections rather than 
result of the elections that hampers business. 
It now looks as though the Democratic party 
were going to be split on prohibition in 1932, 
and if the Republicans themselves do not get 
split on the same question, they will win, 


Punchard Loses Thriller at Exeter 

Punchard high went down gloriously to 
defeat at Exeter Saturday when her tradi- 
tional rivals won by the score of 6 to 0. The 
stop-watch proved a thorn in Punchard’s 
side many times and prevented Punchard 
from scoring after they had carried the pig- 
skin to Exeter’s three-yard line on a march 
from her own 32, displaying a brilliant attack 
in the jaunt. 

The Lovely-coached machine played su- 
perb football in the final drive on the Exeter 
goal and while the Punchard rooters were 
disappointed, still the late effort to pull the 
game out showed that the boys possess a 
spirit of aggressiveness that has med to be 
latent all the season and even at Exeter dur- 
ing the earlier part of the game. 

The forward pass that has been Punchard’s 
undoing and which lost the Wakefield and 
Amesbury games again proved fatal. 

Punchard kept the play well in Exeter's 
territory and looked superior to the home 
team throughout most of the first half. The 
second quarter was well along when Mc- 
Ternen threw a pass to Gouck. It was inter- 
cepted by Tardiff, Exeter's right end, who 
raced from his own 32-yard line 68 yards for 
the only score of a hard fought game. 

Injuries played a big part in the game. 
Capt. Luce of Exeter was carried off the field 
early in the third period. Kucharski star 
Exeter back was carried off twice just before 
the first half ended and again in the last 
quarter near the end of the game. Coach 
Harold McBride of Exeter was called on the 
field many times to attend to his charges 
which would indicate that the Punchard line 
was playing doggedly and fighting for every 
inch. 

Coach Lovely sent his Punchard team back 
on the field to start the second half without 
the services of two of his best backs. Asonian 
was carried from the field between the halves 
and never returned. He was suffering a leg 
injury and McTernen who was the real 
threat in the Punchard backfield, kicker and 
ground-gainer was badly battered. Lovely 
kept him on the bench until he was forced to 
send him back in. 

Captain Luce kicked off for Exeter and 
Page ran it back to the Exeter 43-yard line. 
Gouck failed to gain on the first play and 
McTernen hit the line for two yards. He 
kicked on the next play to the Exeter 30-yard 
mark. Manix took the ball for Exeter on the 
next play and made 10 yards for a first down, 

Kucharski ripped off 8, Manix failed to 
gain and Captain Luce made a yard. Kuchar- 
i kicked to Punchard’s 40. Gouck made 8 
yards and McTernen 6 for a first down, 
Asonian made 5 and Gouck 4. MeTernen ran 
outside and Gouck made a yard for a first 
down and gained another yard on a cross 
buck 

With MecTernen back, Gouck circled 
behind him and grabbed the ball to swing left 
end for 4 yards. McTernen made 2 through 
the line. Howe replaced Waldie at right 
guard for Punchard. Gouck made a yard on 
the next play bringing the ball to the Exeter 
22-yard line. Schroeder, Exeter left guard 
was hurt on the play. On a cross buck Mc- 
Ternen to Gouck Punchard made 3 yards 
and Punchard suffered a one-yard penalty for 
pushing. McTernen kicked to Kucharski 
who made a fair catch on the Exeter 3-yard 
line. Low was substituted here for Asonian 

Kucharski standing behind his own goal 
line kicked to his own 31-yard line and Mc 
Ternen smashed through on the next play 
for 11 yards and a first down being brought 
down on the Exeter 20-yard mark when he 
was headed for the goal line. Gouck tore 
through for 8 and things began to look good 
for Punchard when Exeter tightened up and 
stopped Gouck short on the next play. He got 
away on the next play however and reached 
the Exeter 10-yard line for another first down 
and then on the next play he fumbled and 
Punchard recovered on the Exeter 10-yard 
line as the first quarter ended

These hard times are but the natural 
working out of the Law of Action and Re- 
action. Only by a wider education of the 
public on the fundemantal causes of depres- 
sions can they ever be mitigated.
